Roosevelt, Incensed, Notified

A letter frdm E. G. Lewis to Con- 
gressman Bartuoldt in regard to the 
Postoffice Department controversy with 
the Lewis Publishing Co., in which 
grave charges were made by Lewis 
office of the Attorney-General, and he 
was shown by Bartholdt to President 


Roosevelt. This. according to authort- 
tative information Tuesday fram Wash- 
ington, was the cause of the Presi- 
dent's attitude toward the request for 
reopening the case. It was thus direct- 
ly the cause of the dismissal of Charles 
A. Ekstromer as Swedish Consul in 8t. 
Louis, following E stromer’s too zealous 
efforts in behalf of Lewis. 

Ekstromer made an effort to see 
President Roosevelt personally at 
Washington in regard to the matter, 
and was denied admission by Secretary 
Loeb. Returning to St. Louis, he wrote 
a letter in which he characterized the 
President’s action in refusing to see 
him as ‘‘un-American.”’ President 
Roosevelt then caused Ekstromer’s 
commission as Consul to be revoked. 

Lewis wrote. to  Feasking. | Bar- 
tholdt about March asking him to 
lay the matter of ~ FR ewis blishing 
Co. controversy before President Roose- 
velt. In the letter he saia that he had 
evidence there was ‘‘gross fraud’’ tn the 
against the Attorney-General’s office, 
named certain officials.

Members of the Democratic Committee 
and of the Jefferson Club who have ap- 
proached Mayor Wells on the subject of 
his spring appointments have been in- 
formed that every man seeking reap- 
pointment would have to stand on his 
merits. 

The Mayor has told the politicians 
that merit would be the first considera- 
tlbn and that party interests would 
have to take second place. They have 
not been able to get his promise to ap- 
point or reappoint any man. 

At a meeting of the City Committee 


Monday night it was decided to wait 
upon Mayor Wells and ascertain, if pos- 
sible, what voice the committee will 
have in making the subordinate appoint- 
ments. The Mayor had said that in 
appointing the heads of departments he 
had toid the men that they would be 
responsible to him for the conduct of 
their department. 

“You are to make your own appoint- 
ments,’’ he told ther. ‘I shall have 
nothing to do with the appointment of 
your assistants. Get good men to fill 
the places and favor the Democratic 
party in making your appointments.”’ 

The announcement of Mayor Wells 
that politics is to be kept out of the 
Fire Department, and the strong in- 
dorsements of Chief Swingley, has con- 
vinced the Democratic organization that 
it is not worth while to make a fight ‘to 
prevent the reappointment of the pres- 
ent Chief. 

When Svgngley was appointed four 
years ago’ by Mayor Wells, several 
Democratic members of the Council re- 
fused to vote for his confirmation, and 
the appointment was held up for several 
eweeks, It is not anticipated that such 
will be the case this time.

“T am glad,’ said the Mayor, ‘‘to 
have the organization send in its rec- 
ommendation for suitable men for ap- 
pointment. In filling places it Is neces- 
sary to have all the information ob- 
fainable about an applicant. I am also 
giad that the Council has the confirm- 
ing power, for it may know some rea- 
eon that I do not why a man should 
not ‘be apnointed to a rity nosition.” 

The Democratic City Committee passed 
a resolution requesting the Democratic 


Tavlor Stith as assistant secretary. At 
the time this resolution was being passed 
the Demogeratie Corncil members in cau- 
eus were agreeing to retain Stith in his 
present position. which pays $12 4a 
month.

Speech Nearly Flushed the 
Dove of Peace at the 
First Session. 
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OVATION TO GOV. HUGHES 
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Bryan Also Gets Enthusiastic 
Reception—Women Chief 
Speakers Today. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 16.—Although the 
dove of peace came near being jarred 
from her perch by Andrew Carnegie, 
father of the peace confernce, she is 
unruffied today and, if plane carry, thi¥ 
will be the busiest day for the dele- 
gates during the session. 
President Roosevelt's ietter 


Congress and the criticism made of it 
by Mr. Carnegie almost fiushed the 
dove. In referring to the President's 
letter, Mr. Carnegie called upon his au- 
dience to imagine the state of mind of 
a& man who could divorce peace and 
righteousness. There was no question 
that the “Ironmaster” referred to Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

Just before last evening’s session Le- 
gan Andrew Carnegie walked upon the 
Stage, followed by a number of the 
most notable of the foreign delegates 
and William Jennings Bryan. The great 
audience which filled every seat in Car- 
negie Hall. and all of the available 
standing room at once recognized Mr. 
Bryan and applauded him lustily. On 
the stage, in the tiers of seats reserved 
for special delegates, were two tur- 
baned Hindoos in gorgeous dress. 

The peace workers yelled for Mr. 
Bryan, who is to deliver a speech be- 
fore the congress today. Mr. Carnegie 
introduced him and he was wildly ap- 
plauded. He said: “I am on the: pro- 
gram to speak Wednesday afternoon 
and will then say what I have to say_on 
the subject before this congress. -We 
have drawn assurances of peace from 
many sources, s.me of which are a 
great surprise to me. It was natural 
to look for peace assurances from man 
born in the image of his creator, but 
not from man born in the image of an 
ape.”’ 

This wAs a sly dig at Sir Robert Ball 
and the Darwinian theory he had just 
been expounding. 

Tea for the Baron. 

There were nine speakers during the 
evening, and each one was supposedly 
limited to 20 mi utes, but few of the 
earlier ones observed the restriction, 
and the limits 15r the others was cut 
to 10 minutes. Baron D\Estournelles 
de Constant, mber of the French 
Senate, leader of the peace movement 
in France, was the first speaker. He 
spoke in English, with a marked ac- 
cent. A very bad cold further impeded 
his delivery. Mr. Carnegie came to the 
rescue with'a cup, which was said to 
contain tea, but the Baron intimated 
that the liquid was stronger. 

Prof. Huge Munsterberg of Harvard 
University vigorously denounced those 
who call the Kaiser a war lord and a 
menace to Europe and said that the 
German army was not felt by the na- 
tion as a disagreeable burden. On the 
contrary, the years in the army coa- 
stitutes a national schooltime «which 
keeps body and soul in strength and 
vigor, he said. 

Andrew Carnegie replied to Prof. 
Munsterberg, saying he listened witn 
great amusement to his statement that 
conscription was not regarded as a 
burden in Germany. 

“T ask him,” he said, turning to 
Prof. Munsterberg, “to go to Pitts- 
burg and talk with Germans there, 
hundreds of them; yes, thousands and 
thousands, and ask them why they 
are there and not in Germany. They 
will tell him as they have told me that 
it was to escape the barracks in their 
own country. They are coming here 
for the same reason at the rate of 27,- 
(00 every year.” 

Maarten Maartens, the Dutch Rovel- 
ist, made a brief speech, and was fol- 
lowed by Sir Robert Ball, professor of 
astronomy at Cambridge Uuniversity, 
Eingland, who injected some humor of 
@ scientific kind into his address. He 
went back fine million generations to 
the original of life, about 150,000,000 
years, to the time when the ‘“diplo- 
cGocus Carnegie’’ roamed the palins of 
Wyoming, and contrasted the natural 
warfare by which man was evolved 
with civilized warfare.

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CITY OWNERSHIP 


Chief Executive of Lincoln, 
Neb., Says Municipal Con- 
trol Results in Economy. 


Municipel ownership of the water- 
works plant of Lincoln, Neb., has been 
deemed successful by the citizens, states 
F. W. Brown, Mayor of Lincoln in an 
article in Brvan’s Commoner. Among 
other things he says: 

“There is no sentiment here against 

municipal ownership simply because 
there is no excuse for such a sentiment. 
Nothing could be suggested that would 
arouse greater pouplar indignation than 
a proposition to turn either the water 
or lighting plant over to a private cor- 
poration at any price. The city is am- 
ply provided in both respects and every 
one here feels the price at which these 
utilities have been supp¥ied has been 
reasonable, and that what they have 
they get cheaply.’’ 
From Mayor Brown’s report it ap- 
pears that the getting of water for Lin- 
coln is a difficult and expensive prob- 
lem because, by reason of the saltness 
and other impurities of the only surface 
water available, wells have to be used 
and the sinking of wells large enough 
for public waterworks has been cost- 
ly. Nevertheless, while these problems 
were being solved, the people of Lincoln 
were getting their water at just half 
the cost of any other Western city de- 
pendent on wells, and today the plant 
could readily be sold for far beyond 
what it haa ever cest. 

The Lincoln waterworks, with all the 
duplication of work necessary, has cost 
the city $583,476, and have a bonded 
debt of $203,600; pays an annual inter- 
est of $8700; has gross earningX\ of 
about $70,000, at this time per year, eXx- 
clusive of hydrant rental and water for 
sewer flushing and other municipal pur- 
poses, which should add approximately 
another $35,000 or $40,000 to the gross 
earnings; expends annually on exten- 
sions about $22,000, and for mainte- 
nance and repairs about $32,000. Mean- 
time it furnishes water to consumers 
at 15 cents a 1000 gallons—no more and 
no less. 

Since the plant was established, be- 
ginning with 71 hydrants in 1885 \and 
ending with 570 in 1906, the hydrant ren- 
tal alone under private ownership would 
have cost this city $369,900 and flushing 
of sewer and other municipal uses of 
water, conservatively estimated at $6000 
a year, or $132,000 in 22 years, runs the 
savings in cash up to $501,900. 

Mr. Brown estimates that Lincoln, on 
its present basis, will make approx!- 
mately $93,500 this year out of its mu- 
nicipal ownership of the waterworks. 
He figures that under private owner- 
ship there would be lost $28,500 hydrant 
rentals, $10,000 for water for flushing 
sewers and supplying public buildings, 
$30,000 profits and $25,000 in the difference 
in water rentals. 

As to the lighting plant, it has been 
running but little over a year, and its 
operation has therefore been experimen- 
tal in a certain degree. It is operated 
in conjunction with one of the water- 
works stations and has given and prom- 
ises to give the most eminent safisfac- 


tion.

Arthur Hill First of the Kind 
at Hospital. 

After taking bromides for a period of 

five years to induce sleep, a man regis- 

tered at the City Hospital as Arthur Hill 


of 10 North Fourth street is in a cell in 
the observation ward in a critical condi- 
tion. Physicians attending him say that 
wére he to remain without treatment he 
would stay awake until he died of ex- 
haustion, or to get sleep, he would have 
to take so much of the drug he has been 
using that it would probably kill him. 

Hill. was admitted to the hospital last 
Wednesday night. He was arrested on 
the street apparently intoxicated... He is 
the first person addicted to the use of 
bromidés that has been treated in the 
hospital. 

He said he began the use of bromidia 
upon the advice of a druggist who pre- 
scribed it for insomnia. Gradually he 
was obliged to make the doses larger 
and larger until just before his arrest 
he says he habitually drank a glassful 
of the drug, enough to kill 20 men, €v- 
ery night. 

Hill is 32 years old and a native St.

SIX YEARS FOR CANAL. 


Long Enough With Work Prop- 
erly Done, Says Francis. 


In an address before the Men’s Club of 
the First Presbyterian Church, David R.

RUBBER CULTURE 


Pi ris RR 
Success of Pioneer Planters 
Leads: to Experiments in 
Several Countries. 


It is not many years since a sugges- | 
tion to plant rubber for the purpose of | 


adding to the world's supply of this 
commodity would have seemed imprac- 
tical to most persons. In the first place, 
it would have been considered unneces- 


Sary, in view of the great areas of for- 
est rubber; and also, the idea strangely 
prevailed that fabber plants were not 
adapted to cultivation. But of late the 
feneral opinion on this subject has un- 
dergone a complete change, and today 
there is no feature of the whole rubber 
interest to which more widespread at- 
tention is being paid than to rubber 
planting. 

The progress made in this direction, 
and the definiteness of the resuits at- 
tained, were particularly notable during 
the past year, according to the Inter- 
national Weekly. For example, three 
years ago the total exports of plantation 
rubber from Ceylon and the Federated 
Malay States, in occasional small lots, 
from a few young trees here and there, 
did not exceed 50,000 pounds. During 
1906 the exports from the same colonies 
exceeded 1,000,000 pounds—all rubber of 
a high grade, carefully prepared and 























shipped systematically, and realizing tne] 90 


highest prices in any market. 

Each year has brought more trees into 
bearing, and a larger rate of yield from 
trees first tapped, and the success of 
the pioneer planters has led to the in- 
vestment of an immense amount of 
capital in new Plantations, in the belief 
that these ultimately. will prove as pro- 
=" aS the trees now yielding rub- 
er. 

The newer plantations in Mexico and 
Central America have not yet reached 
the same stage of commercial] produc- 
tion, but reports continually come to 
hand of the su@cess of experimental 
tapping, while, occasional lots of plan- 
tation- rubber reach the market and 
bring high prices. But neither in Mex- 
ico nor in the importing countries are 
statistics yet available of the amounts, 
as distinguished from ‘native’ rubber. 
In several South American countries 
rubber planting has been begun, with 
commercial results already in respect 
of Ceara, or “manicoba,”’ in Southern 
Brazil. Even in the Amazon valley in- 
terest In rubber culture has been stimu- 
lated, and some plantations formed. 

In all colonies in tropical Africa rub- 
ber is planted, under the encourage- 
ment of the governing powers. In the 
Congo Free State, particularly, millions 
of rubber plants have been set out 
to comply with legal requirements, in 
addition to which the larger trading 
companies are planting rubber as a de- 
sirable means of employing part of 
their capital.

Germany is credited with 
280,000,000,000 tons, sufficient to last Boo 
years at the present rate of consump- 
tion: Great Britain and Ireland claim 
193,000,000,000 tons, with an annual con- 
sumption about double that of Germa- 
ny; Belgium has 2,000,000,000 tons: 
France, 19,000,000,000; Austria, 17,000,000,- 
oo, and Russia 4,000,000,.00. North 
America is believed to have 681,000,000,. 
000 tons, more than the total of the 
other countries named. 

It is the tremendous increase in the 
use of coal that justifies alarm, for, 
while the Supply of the United States 
would last 4000 vears at the rate of con- 
sumption in 1905, it will be exhausted 
within in a century if the rate of in- 
erease of the last 9? vears continues. 
No estimates of the coal of other parts 
of the world can be made, but Asia 
is known to have an enormous store.

Vice-Presidents Rogers and Archbold, on the 
part of the Standard Oil, at once ,Wtterly de- 
nounced President Roosevelt and denied his state- 
ment of facts. Commissioner Garfield they called 
the “man with a muck rake.”

For the first time the Standard Oil has been 
put on trial in a Federal Court for receiving re- 
bates. President Roosevelt has been fully justi- 
fied in his charges. The Standard Oil's system of | 
rebates in connection with its great refinery at 
Whiting, Ind., has been maintained in full op- 
eration, with the connivance of the ill-famed 
Chicago & Alton Railroad. It has been proved to 
be guilty. of having benefited by secret rates con- 
trary to law, and Messrs. Rogers, Archbold and 
Dodd have been proved guilty of plain falsehood. | 
Other prosecutions may still reveal the same law- | 
iessness and untruthfulness in other cases. 

The infliction upon the Standard Oil of. fines 
aggregating millions would teach certain emi- 
nent lawbreakers the exvediency of prudence in 
their business methods. Stripped of the mask 
of hypocrisy, they can no longer pretend that 
they are martyrs. to official malice and public 
prejudice. On the whole they are fortunate that 
they are not going to Jail. Penalties under the 
Hepburn law are more personal than under the 
Ekkins act. The iniquity of the Standard Oil has 
been a long time in coming home to it. When 
Mr. Rogers next writes a panegyric on petroleum 
and Providence he may thank his stars that he is 
not in the Penitentiary. 
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If the Standard Oil is to pay a fine of $28,000,- 
000, how much will We have to pay for kerosene? 
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EURTON’S PROTEST. 
Congressman Burton has made the most of the 
mistakes-in figures which he found in the con- 
demnatory resolution of the Missouri State Legis- 
lature. But the fact that the resolution embodied 
a few mistakes does not justify Mr. Burton in his 
attitude toward the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi and the opening of the 14-foot channel from 
Chicago. It proves nothing except that the Legis- 
lature was careless. 

The main argument depended upon by Mr. 
Burton to justify his own conduct on the House | 
Ways and Means Committee, is the plausible but | 
worthless reference to the traffic on the Mississip- | 
pi between St. Louis and Cairo, Comparing traf- |

the Ohio River. The conclusion is a “non se- 
ouitur.” 

The traffic argument applied to the opening of 
a waterway where there was none, or to the im- 
provement of one which is impracticable, has no 
weight. That argument would stop any canal 
building or any river improvement—no matter 
how great the need for it may be. 

On the general proposition, Mr. Burton's ar- 
guments rehashed, are stale and unprofitable. He 
has lost his case in Congress and in the country. 
The waterway procession has moved on and left 
him stranded. Since he has corrected the mis- 
takes in figures of the Legislature's resolution 
there does not seem to be anythin z more to do 
in the matter.

~~ Rapid Transit Idea. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The following suggestion for a rapid 
transit system is offered to the rapid 
transit commission or any one interest- 
ed: 

Have the necessary enabling act made 


by the State Legislature to permit eith- 
er the city itself or a private corpora- 
tion to condemn some suitable street, to- 
gether with the lots fronting it on either 
side. Lucas, Morgan, Wash or many 
others would do. fiaving thus acquired 
all this property, the entire width of 
the street should be excavated to a 
depth of 10 feet or more. 
of this excavation lay four rapid transit 
tracks. On either side of these lay 
freight tracks with sidings. Then exca- 
vate as many basements as desired 
and erect buildings for warehouses, 
wholesale houses, factories, etc., so that 
freight could be unloaded into the base- 
ments. By this means the property con- 
demned could be made to sell for much 
more than its former value. 

Further out on the line would be good 
sites for ordinary stores, hotels, etce., 
and still further out & could be used for 
tenements or bought by the city for 
parks. 

The advantage of this plan over an 
elevated, ia that the elevated ruins the 
abutting property while this plan would 
convert it into property of great value.

The President now stands absolutely 
pledged to the candidacy of Secretary | 
Paft, and he will be for him until the | 
primaries in Ohio decide whether or not | 
the Secretary can hold his own State | 
in line. Before he left the White House | 
Henry W. Taft made this stafement as 
to Gov. Hughes, permitting it to be 
understood that it was at the request 
of the President:

Hughes may be given the 
Sympathetic support of the organiza- 
tion.
